‘MEXICO CITY, Jan. 17.—(4)—A 

Mixtecan tomb just uncovered near 
the city of Oaxaca was revealed today 
to be a veritable storehouse of his- 
torical and material treasures f-om 
the 15th century of Mexican civiliza- 
tion. 
‘ Alfonso Caso, chief of the govern- 
ment’s archaelogical mission, reported 
that. the sepulcher represented the 
richest and most important discovery 
ever made in North America and ri- 
vals—historically and intrinsically— 
the tomb of King Tut-Ankh-Amen in 
Egypt. The excavations produced 
more valuable relics, he ‘said, than 
similar work in the Mayan ruins in 
. Yucatan, 
- The tomb located at Monte Alban 
contained among other things the 
bodies of ten Mixtecan warriers cov- 
ered with mementoes of gold, jade, 
pearl, amethyst and alabaster, some 
of which were finely carved and of 
great beauty. 

The chiefs apparently were killed 

in battle, Senor Caso said, and were 
buried with all their wealth in great 
secrecy during a bloody conflict with 
the Zapotecan people, who eventually 
wrested their land from them. 
Three Zapotean vases were found 
broken at the entrance to the mauso- 
leum, but all the other finds were in- 
tact in spite of the great damage 
caused by earthquakes in Oaxaca for 
centuries. 

Among the valuables uncovered were 
several crowns of pure gold, beauti- 
fully wrought relics of gold, pearls 
as large as pigeon eggs, jade neck- 
laces, rings of gold and _ precious 
stones, vases of gold, rock crystal, 
onyx and alabaster—engraved with 
._ heiroglyphics—and a golden mask de- 
scribed as the most unique and valu- 
able thing of its kind ever found. 

Senor Caso, saying it was almost 
impossible to portray the beauty and 
workmanship of many of the relics, 
expressed the opinion that the dis- 
covery proved the Mirtecan civiliza- 
tion was the most advanced in Amer- 
ica at the time, placed just before

The killing occurred when McCoy, 
with Gordon Rogers and John T. Me- 
Guan, federal prohibition officers 
frm Atlanta, caught Crow and an- 
other man, Virgin Aiken, at a still 
about 200 yards from the Crow home. 
The raiding officers stated that Crow 
ran when they approached and was 
caught, about a hundred yards away 
in the woods, by Rogzsrs. 

Rogers declares that Crow resisted 
arrest and he called for help, Mc- 
Coy coming to his assistance, when 


three times, in the neck, chest and 
leg, death being almost instantaneous. 
It is reported that while Crow had 
a gun, it was not discharged. 

Deputy Sheriff Grover Newman, 
Paulding county, investigated and this 
afternoon Sheriff R. W. Mitchell stat- 
ed that the raiding officers would be 
arrested and charged with the killing. 
There is considerable excitement in 
the county. 

Crow was a well-known and promi- 
nent citizen of his community. He 
was a former justice of the peace 
and had been a deacon in the Baptist 
church. He is survived by five sons 
and three daughters. The funeral will 
be held Monday at the Cross Roads 
church.

The budget is balanced in accord- 
ance with demands of the national 
banks of Atlanta, and paves the way 
for immediate payment of salaries to

It has the backing of the adminis-

POOLE WILL SEEK 
GHANGE OF VENUE; 
PAFFORD IS BURIED 


Plea Expected To Be 
Made If Grand Jury 
Votes Murder Indict- 
ment Against Pair. 


Patrolman A. Dotglas Podté, of 
Atlanta, will seek a Change of venue 
from the Cook superior court circuit 
when he is called to trial on charges 
growing out of a crash which cost 
two lives a week ago Sunday. 

This was learned Sunday as Joe 
Pafford, the second victim of the ac- 
cident, was buried in the Lakeland 
cemetery after services in the high 
school auditorium,. attendance at 
which taxed the auditorium to its ca- 
pacity and overflowed into the school 


corridors and grounds. 

Poole and Patrolman H. D. Gaines, 
who was riding in the car at the time 
it collided with another car driven 
by E. D. Rivers Jr., of: Lakeland, 
are in the county jail at Valdosta, 
charged with murder in a warrant 
sworn out by Mayor E. D. Rivers, of 
Lakeland. The warrant charges them 
with the death of Miss Winona <‘at- 
terson, a student at the Valdosta 
(Georgia) State College for Women, 
and was issued immediately after her 
death last Thursday. Pafford died 
Saturday. 

No plea for the change of venue is 
expected until the case is called for 
trial, it was learned here Sunday 
from close friends of Poole. The pa- 
trolman is expected to contend that 
because of the prominence of the per- 
sons in the Rivers car and the politi- 
eal leadership of Mayor Rivers in 
that section it will be impossible for 
him to get a fair trial in the Cook 
circuit. 

Poole and Gaines are expected to 
be given a hearing on the murder 
charge early. this week. It could not 
be learned Sunday whether a second 
warrant, charging them with the death 
of Pafford, would be issued. The grand 
jury does not meet until February. 
Thus far neither Poole nor Gaines 
has made any effort to seek bond. 

In connection . with the reported 
plan to seek a change of venue it was 
said by Poole’s friends here that the 
plea probably could note filed unless 
the grand jury voted a murder indict- 
ment, the plan being to go to trial in 
the Cook circuit if the indictment 
charges manslaughter. 

_Support to this contention was 
given by the earlier statement of Chief 
of Detéctives A. Lamar Poole, of At- 
lanta, on his return from Valdosta 
last week when he said he did not be- 
lieve the accident as “black as it had 
been painted.” 

Chief Poole and William Schley 
Howard, one of Poole’s lawyers, re- 
turned to Atlanta early Sunday from 
Valdosta after they had spent the day 
conferring with Poole, Gaines and E. 
K. Wilcox, Valdosta lawyer. who has 
been eeeinee by Chief Poole to assist 
in thé defense.

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NEUTRALITY PACT 


WITH JAPANESE 


Russians Reported To 
Fear Concerted ‘Conspir- 
acy To Precipitate Break 
With Nipponese. 


MOSCOW, Jan  17.—(#)—The 
soviet government has made overtures 
to Japan for a pact of non-aggression 
as a new demonstration of its desire 
| to keep the peace, and at the same 
time to circumvent what it considers 
the attempts of “foreign imperialist 
circles’”’ to provoke the two nations 
to war over the Manchurian contro- 
versy. 

With an uneasy eye on Japanese 
troop movements in the area of the 
Chinese Eastern railway, partly owned 
and operated by Russia, Foreign Com- 
missar Maxim Litvinoff sounded out 
Foreign Minister Kenkichi Yoshizawa 
on the proposition when the latter 
passed through Moscow. Their con- 
vention was followed up with direct 
discussions between the soviet am- 
bassador and the foreign office in 
Tokyo. 

The move appeared to informed ob- 
servers to dispel an assumption in 


some circles abroad that a secret un- 
derstanding exists between soviet Rus- 
sia and Japan regarding the occupa- 
tion of Manchuria. A favorable re- 
sponse from Japan is hopefully await- 
ed heré in view of the fact that the 
far eastern country is now Russia’s

Foreign Minister Yoshizawa said 
at Tokyo last. week he had informed 
the soviet foreign commissarsthat he 
did not believe Tokyo would favor 
such a non-aggression pact. He point- 
ed out that he thought. the i 
anti-war treaty, of which Japan an 
Russia are signatories, was sufficient 
and that furthermore Japan had no 
intention of transgressing any Rus- 
sian rights on the Chinese Eastern 
railway in north Manchuria, or else- 
where. 

The accord would contain in gen- 
eral an agreement not to declare war 
on each other, to respect the mutual 
frontiers of each party and to remain 
neutral,in case either nation became 
involved in war. 

Such treaties already exist between 
soviet Russia and Germany, Turkey, 
Persia, Afghanistan and Lithuania, 
Similar pacts are initialled, but not 
signed or ratified, with France and 
Lutvia, and negotiations are under 
way with Poland, Rumania and Fin- 
land. 

These agreements are not only in 
line with Russia’s traditional peace 
policy, but are understood to be in- 
spired primarily by the Kremlin's dis- 
trust of the League of Nations and the 
Kellogg-Briand pact as instruments to 
preyent war, based on the belief that 
the very universality of such groups 
makes them ineffective because the di- 
verse interests of so many nations pre- 
vents a unanimity of action.

Charlies Rosenberg, of 566 High- 
land avenue, N. E., died at 2:30 
o'clock Sunday afternoon from _ in- 
juries received in a crash between two 
cars at Harris street and Piedmont 
avenue, N. E., the acciderit in which 
John Henry Smith, 15, of 121 Pow- 
ell street, was instantly killed. early 
Sunday morning. 

Frank L. Baker, of 193 Berean 
avenue, S. E., and Gershon Rosenberg, 
18, son of, Charles, were injured. 
Baker was pronounced to be im a crit- 
ical condition Sunday night at Grady 
hospital, while the younger Rosenberg 
was said to be only slightly hurt.

Proceeding northward, 
their car collided with one driven by 
Frank’ Royal, a negro, at Harris and 
Piedmont. The impact threw Smith 
to the pavement arid he was dead 
when an ambulance arrived. 
The elder Rosenberg, thought at 
first to be slightly injured, steadily 
grew worse and died Sunday after- 
noon of a fractured skull. 

According to police reports, the car 
which Royal was driving is the prop- 
erty of James White, a negro, who 
was a few days ago believed to be the 
owner of the car in which A. D. Poole 
and H. D. Gaines, Atlanta policemen, 
were riding when they. collided with a 
car occupied by five young people in 
south Georgia, killing two and injur- 
ing four. White said that Royal was 
driving the car without his, the own- 
er’s, consent.

Mrs. Dorothy Popham Stanton was 
killed and her husband, Frank L. 
Stanton Jr., son of the noted poet, 
gave his life in saving their 5-year- 
old daughter, Dorothy, and in a fu- 
tile effort to extricate his wife’s body 
from their burning motor car, after it 
had crashed into a bridge abutment 
three miles southeast of Perry, Ga., 
on the Perry-Clinchfield highway 
shortly before dawn Sunday. 

Mrs. Stanton was dead when a 
passer-by discovered the wrecked car. 
Mr. Stanton died at 5 o'clock Sunday 
afternoon at the Oglethorpe. private 
infirmary at Macon of head injuries, 
burns and shock. 

The child escaped without injury. 
She is being cared for at the home 
of relatives in Macon. 

A heavy fog was lifting from the 
Big Indian creek bottoms just as the 
accident was discovered and those who 
investigated were inclined to believe 
r, Stanton had been blinded 
fog and did not see the bridge 
as he drove toward it. 

Mr. Stanton, who was unconscious 
most of the day, died without being 
able to give details of the accident. 

It is believed, however, that Mr. 
Stanton, after saving the child from

her out was burned so severely that 
oe were unable to save his 
ife. 

The accident was discovered by 
Walter Riley, a safety director for 
the Penn Dixie Cement Company, who 
lives at short distance from the bridge 
which spans the Big Indian creek. 
Mr. Riley was driving along the road 
in a small truck about 5 o'clock Sur. 
day morning when he saw the Stanton 
car, still burning. He removed a fire 
extinguisher from his truck and as he 
was spraying the Stanton car heard 
the groans of Mr, Stanton and the 
cries of the child on the opposite side 
of the road. Realizing the futility of 
attempting to aid Mrs. Stanton he ran 
to their side, 

Mr. Stanton then was semi-con- 
scious. The child, pajama-clad and 
bare-footed, was standing beside her 
injured father, her arm around his 
neck. 

“Take her with you,’ Mr. Stanton 
told Riley. 

“Tell her that her mother has gone 
home by train.” 

Riley telephoned for an ambulance 
from Perry. Mr. Stanton was taken 
to Macon and leading physicians of 
that city were called to the hospital. 
He e unconscious shortly after 
reaching the hospital but regained con- 
sciousness later in the day. Physicians 
worked over him all morning and aft- 
ernoon but he expired as they were 
beginning to entertain hope they would 
be able to save his life.

There remains, of course, Governor 
“Alfalfa” Bill Murray, of Oklahoma, 
but he never has been a serious con- 
tender outside of his own immediate 
circle of friends.

BERLIN, Jan. 17.—(/)—Adolf 
Hitler, national socialist leader, told 
a meeting of Berlin students tonight 
that unless the nation’s “dissident ele- 
ments” became united and put an end 
to “Jewish bolshevism and interna- 
tionalism” Germany within the next

The leader of the fascist xazis urged 
the students to take an active part in 
the nazi movement. He told them they 
could all become leaders if they saw 
the future, not in terms of “pallid 
knowledge, but in action.” 

The address, which was Hitler's 
first in the capital since 13 months 
ago, was delivered in a West End 
tennis hall which was crowded to the 
doors by an audience estimated at 
5,000 persons. 

Declaring a decisive moment in 
Germany's history had come, and 
blaming “Marxism” for Germany’s 
“decay,” Hitler said that “if the pres- 
ent process continués, Germany with- 
in 30 years will no longer be a de- 
cisive factor in the world’s affairs.” 

“We today are facing gigantic prob- 
lems,” he said, “and no matter whose 
government it is—(Chancellor) Bruen- 
ing’s or any one else’s—unless the 

oletarian and the middle classes 
again .become a united people in 
thought Germany is doomed.”

NEW YORK, Jan. 17.—)—Theo- 
dore Dreiser, center of a sociological 
storm in his investigation of mine 
strikes in Kentueky, has written a 
book of economics, politics and sociol- 
ogy excoriating the capitalistic sys- 
tem. 

Known as a fictional interpreter of 
the American scene in its more som- 
ber aspects, he has expanded. his 
methods in the book, “Tragic Amer- 
ica,” published tomorrow, laying down 
what he believes are the present eco- 
nomic realities. 

“In Harlan county, Kentucky.” he 
says, “the big Morgan, Insull, Ford, 
Mellon, ete., interests are grinding the 
coal miners to uncivilized living condi- 
tions. Corporation police have perpe- 
trated lawless terror upon strikers. 
Scores of miners have been arrested 
merely to intimidate them.” 

Mr. Dreiser believes this problem, 
as well as most others in America, re- 
sulye to a class war—'‘‘a fight,” he 
says, “between capital and labor—and 
for the very stistenance of the work- 
er + 


His attack levels barrages of words 
against the banks and corporations, 
the railways, “government operation 
of the express companies for private 
profit,” “the supreme court as a cor- 
poration-minded institution,” and “the 
constitution as a scrap of paper.”

‘Child Welfare Day 
Will Be Observed 
In Atlanta Feb. 12 


Friday, February 12, has been des- 
ignated as “Georgia Child Welfare 
Day” and Mrs. R. P. Shapard, prom- 
inent civic leader of Griffin, has been 
appointed chairman of a committee to 
have charge of this day, Eugene R. 
Black, governor of the Federal Ke- 
‘serve bank of Atlanta, who also is 
chairman of the Georgia child wel- 
fare committee, announced Sunday. 

The Georgia child welfare commit- 
tee was organized last February, at 
the request of the state department 
of public welfare, to help meet an 
emergency facing the dependent chil- 
dren of the state because of the clos- 
ing of the Georgia Children’s Home 
Society. The committee, which is 
composed of representatives from va- 
rious sections of the state, is appeal- 
ing for a budget of $24,000 to meet 
the needs of children who will be de- 
pendent upon state aid during the 
year 1932. ' 

Local chairmen will be appointed 
in each county, according to plans an- 
nounced by Mrs. Shapard, and local 
committees will be organized repre- 
senting the various organizations in 
each county who are interested in 
child welfare. 

One thousand six hundred and 
twenty-one children have been refer 
to the-Georgia child welfare committée 
during the first 10 months of its ex- 
istence, according to reports made 
public by the committee.

Frank L. Stanton Jr. was educated 
at the public schools of Atlanta and 
at the Chicago Art Institute. On 
completing his education he joined the 
art staff of The Constitution and later 
the advertising department of Muse's, 
afterwards ,becoming manager of the 
department. Later he was elected a 
vice president of the company, retain- 
ing direction of the advertising depart- 
ment.

She completed her edu- 
cation at Mrs. Semple’s school in New 
York and spent several months in 
travel and. study abroad. Her mar- 
riage to Mr. Stanton here was one of 
the most interesting events of the so- 
cial season of 1925.

All four na- 
tions have agreed, he wrote, that th 
sequence of events at Lausanne wil 
be as follows: 

1. The conference will last a few

2. The 11 countries represented will 
submit to Washington a proposal that 
the Hoover moratorium on reparations 
and war debts should be extended 
from July 1 to the end of 1932. 

3. The parley will resume before 
the end of the-year and will then 
seek a permanent settlement of the 
whole problem. 

The observer’s opinion was echoed 
in other responsible ‘circles’ which 
placed emphasis on a belief that the 
British government has now decided 
a further moratorium lasting more 
than a few months ultimately would 
do more harm than good. 

In gontrast with the attitude pre- 
vailing in England, such Paris néws- 
papers as Le Temps, which is cred- 
ited with being close to the French 
foreign office, and the nationalist 
journal, Des Debats,’ looked at the 
situation as a whole and found the 
prospects gloomy. Both papers took 
the view that whatever happens at 
Lausanne the key to the whole prob- 
lem lies in the hands of the United 
States, but there is not the slightest 
reason to suppose the American gov- 
ernment will plunge into the repara- 
tions ag ong and straighten it out. 

It is the opinion of the British gov- 
ernment, Le Temps said, that the 
United States ultimately will agree 
to. cancellation of intergovernmental 
war obligations. “There is nothing 
in the present state in America,” the 
aper continued, “which allows the

5, the 
Chinese New Year, to February 11, 
the Japanese natienal holiday on 
which the empire celebrates its sup- 
posed foundation in 660 B. C. The 
latter date is the choice of Japanese 
military circles, 

Whether the new Manchuria would 
aspire to the status of an independent 
nation—independent, that is, from 
China—or merely proclaim its au- 
tonomy, was understtod to be one of 
the knotty problems troubling the 
makers, 

This was only one of the many diffi- 
culties arising from the complicated 
negotiations among many conflicting 
interests. . Some observers said \per- 
haps it would be many weeks, and 
eyen months, before the new state 
could make its bow to the world.

David B. Robertson, chairman of 
the union delegation, said nothing 
definite had come out of today’s ses- 
sion of the negotiations although he 
felt as a result of the discussion that 
the presidents “want to co-operate 
with us as far as is possible and prac- 
ticable.” 

“Their attitude in some cases ap- 

be favorable to our pro- 
posals,” Robertson said, “in other 
cases they do not go as far as we 
none they would go.” 

e spokesmen both stated the sub- 
ject of wage reduction had not yet 
been discussed by the labor delegates. 

As to the possible outcome regard- 
ing the entire program or any par- 
ticular part of it, Willard said “that 
wilk all come out in the wash” and 
Robertson said he was “just as hope- 
ful of a settlement” as when he en- 
tered the negotiations. 

The only general meeting toda 
started at 10 a. m., and lasted until

EXPENSES MUST BE CUT. 

In its consideration at this after- 
noon’s session of the budget to be 
submitted by the finance commit- 
tee, council should bear in mind the 
absolute necessity for a matérial re- 
duction in the expenses of the mu- 
nicipal government. 

The city has béen unablé to pay 
the salaries due January 1 of its 
3,500 employes. It cannot borrow 
money to meet its pay rolis because 
it already has obligations approxi- 
mating $700,000 which are overdue 
and unpaid. 

Unless council so cuts expenses 
that there will be ample révenue on 
which to operate during 1932, with 
a balance left over to reduce these 
debts, the banks cannot be expected 
to advance any further cash to tide 
over the present stringency. 

Evéry possible expénse must be 
cut to the bone. It has been done 
by other cities, and can be done by 
Atlanta. 

Salaries out of line with present 
conditions must be reduced. Un- 
necessary ‘“‘sinecures” should be 
abolished. Every overhead expense 
not absolutely necessary must: be 
eliminated. 

These steps must be taken or 

felse we will be faced either with in- 
_.€reased taxes or municipal bank- 
Tuptcy. . 
With the proper application of 
the paring knife sufficient econ- 
omies can be effected—but no half- 
way measures will suffice. 

It is a question of simple mathe- 
matics. We know what our munic- 
ipal revenue next year will be. The 
expenses of operating must be 
brought sufficiently below that fig- 
ure as to justify the banks in ex- 
tending further aid. 

While during 1931 the city op- 
erated within its revenue, it inher- 
ited a deficit from former years 
when we lived beyond our means.

OUR SOUND INDUSTRIES. . 

Remarkable evidence of thé sound- 
néss of the industries of Georgia is 
found in the announcement of the 
United States department of com- 
mércé that the total value of the 
products manufactured in Georgia, 
based on figures sécured during the 
1930 census, is in excess of $700,- 
000,000 annually. 

This total when compared with 
the figures for the years since 1919 
Strikingly reveals the steady prog- 


réss which has marked our indus- 
trial development during the past 
decade. 

In 191419 our manufacturéd prod- 

ucts réachéd thé record figure of 
$609,000,000, but during the de- 
pression of 1921 fell off almost one 
half to $381,000,000. By 1927 the 
figures had climbed back to $609,- 
000,000. Now the figures released 
by the départmént of commerce 
Show that the state is continuing its 
development as an industrial sec- 
tion. 
: The $722,000,000 output an- 
nounced by the department of com- 
merce méans that Georgia’s manu- 
facturing concérns, instead of again 
stumbling before the onslaughts of 
unsettled conditions, have actually 
continued their .expansion, more 
than overcoming the losses in some 
lines by gains in others. 

There is ‘but one explanation to 
the collapse of 1921 and the con- 
tinued increase during the present 
depression. Our industries a dec- 
ade ago were built on a mushroom 
foundation, resulting from post-war 
inflation, ‘while today our manufac- 
turers, having taken to heart the 
léssons léarned in that trying. pe- 
riod, have put their affairs on so 
sound a basis as to be able to re- 
Sist even so sévére a buffeting as 
they have received during the past 
twenty-four months. 

The government figures list a 
total of 4,179 establishments in op- 
eration in 1929, with 158,774 em- 
ployes, who were paid $140,000,- 
000, of which $110,000,000 repre- 
sented wages to workers. 

The cost of materials, containers, 
fuel and power—practically all 
products of Georgia—is set at 
$427;000,000. 

Cotton goods are in the fead in 
our manufactured products, but 
lumber and timber products, cot- 
tonseed ‘oil and varied other prod- 
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man life. 

’ There are men bold enough to pre- 
dict that human life will be extended 
at will within another century of re- 
search and progress. The harnessing 
of nature has just begun: Experi- 
ments are being made to make it rain, 
to make it blow and to catch the light- 
ning as it cleaves through the skies 
and store it up for use.

A constant bugbear to contract 
bridge players is the ever present fear 
of ‘a. duplication of values—that is, 
one hand holds high cards of a suit 
and responding hand raises with ade- 
quate trump support and a void of 
the plain ‘suit in which the partner 
holds %he tops. Obviously in such 
cases there is a duplication of values, 
which may result in disastrous over- 
bidding When the partners forget that 
slams should only be attempted when 
the partners are certain they will not 
lose enough tricks to missing aces to 
defeat the contract. 

There was a hand played recently 
At the Cavendish Club, New York, a 
center of well played contract, in 
which some playefs reached an .rn- 
makable grand slam «through a _ suc-

An ‘adverb, says Webster’s new International dictionary, is 
“A secondary part of speech‘ expressive of an attribute, modifi- 
cation, or circumstances attending an.act or another attribute, 
and hence used to qualify esp. verbs, adjectives and other ad- 
verbs, and occasionally other parts of speech.” 


This sounds rather complex and not at all interesting. In 
fact 1 am inclined to believe that adverbs have been suffering 
from a lack of emphasis. People had come to be able to take 
their adverbs or leave them alone. Which isa distressing state 
for anything to fall into. 


Christopher Morley’s visit, however, puts a new light 
on adverbs. -Or rather for the first time the lowly ad- 
verb has been shoved into the spotlight.

Officials there would neither confirm 
nor deny Grew’s selection, However, 
it was reliably learned that only Ja- 
pan’s refusal to approve his selection 
or Grew’'s disinclinatien to take the 
post will halt his formal appointment. 

Grew, now ambassador to Turkey. 
has had a distinguished and varied 
career. After finishing Harvard in 
1902, he traveled extensively in. Eu- 
rope and the far. east. i 

Entering the diplomatic service in 

904, Grew was sssigned to the 
Cairo (Egypt) consulate ak’ a clerk. 
He served successfully, in gradually 
higher. rank, in Mexico City, St. Pe- 
tersburg, Berlin and Vienna, where 
he was stationed in 1917 when the 
United States severed diplomatic re- 
lations with Austria. | 

At this juncture the diplomat en- 
tered a wider and more important 
field of service. He was assigned

After six years of service in Eu- 
rope and: the far east, Grew was 
named undersecretary of state, thus 
becoming second in cémmand of the 
state department.
